Exactly what peak now bears 
the name of the “Duce” is not 
clear, but the enthusiastic students 
declare the name ““‘Mont Blanc,” no 
longer exists so far as Italy is con- 
cerned.

“The peak cannot be inaugurated 
while we are standing in the val- 
ley.

The principal peak of Mont 
Blanc, the loftiest in Central Eu- 
rope, is wholly in French terri- 
tory. according to the Encyciope- 
dia Britannica, The lower part of 
the mountain, however, is divided 
unequally among France, Italy and 
Switzerland. 

The extreme tip has an altitude 
of 15,782 feet. To the north is the 
Valley of Chamonix, France, and 
to the east the head of the Valley 
of Aosta, Italy. The first ent of 
the main peak was made in 1786 
by two Frenchmen, Jacques Bal- 
mat and Dr. Michel Paccard, who 
started from Chamonix. 

The majestic beauty of the moun- 
tain, enhanced by the great gla- 
ciers which move down its slopes, 
make it a point of unusual interest 
to tourists.

Gen. Lord declared. President 
Coolidge desires that sufficient 
funds be recommended to Con- 
gress to carry out the first year’s 
work on ali authorized naval craft, 
including the eix cruisers which 
Congress authorized last session. 

While the Director would not 
comment on tax reduction, which 
he held te be wholly up te Con- 
gress, it was plain from the figures 
he preserited that @ reduction of 
taxes {s extremely unifkely if ail 
the emergency appropriations al- 
ready: | are m 

Still Hope for Tax Cut. 

While the figures seemed to 
throw a pessimistic note inte the 
administration's plans for tax fe- 
duction, there was, even #0, 6n ex- 
pectation here that some reduction, 
even though smaller than originally 
planned. would be made. The 
House Ways and Means Committes 
now is conducting an itnvestiga- 
tion. and reduction will depend on 
its"findings as well as the budget 
figures. 

Mr. Coolidge has provided for 
carrying forward the five-year 
aviation program of the Army and 
Navy and for the Commerce De- 
partment’s aircraft plans, Director 
Lord said. When completed, the 
program will give the Army 1800 
first class planes and the Navy 
a fleet of 1000. 

The only naval authorization 
for which the President has made 
no provisions, he added, is that 
for three submarines asked for in 
1916 on which mvestigation work 
still is being done, ;

Surplus Below Last Year's. 
Presenting bis figures in his 
characteristic way of naming the 
last penny. Gen. Lord disclosed 
that the surplus this year ie esti- 
mated to be $338,000,000, or nearly 
50 per cent less than last year’s 
surplus. most of which was ap- 
plied to reduction of the national 
debt. Next year’s estimated sur- 
olus, he said, would be stil] lower, 
reaching perhaps $215,000,000, 
Any reduction of taxes would 
have to be made out of next year's 
surplus, which figure virtually 
would be consumed should the pre- 
posed appropriations for farm re- 
lief, Boulder Canyon Dam, Missis- 
sipp!

MYSTERY IN DEATH 
UF MAN FOUND 
SLAIN IN AUTO 


William Yenny of Hartford, 
Iil., Discovered in Seat of 
His Car Near Woodriver, 
Shot Through Head. 


William Yenny. proprietor of a 
gasoline filling station at Hart- 
ford, Ill. was found shot to death 
in his automobile on the old Ed- 
wardsville road, a little traveled 
thoroughfare, two miles east of 
Woodriver, yesterday afternoon un- 
der circumstances that left Madi- 
son County authorities uncertain 


as to whether it was a suicide or 
a murder. 

Yenny was ‘lying in the front 
seat of the automobile, his index 


finger on the trigger of a long-’ 


barreled pistol and one leg thrown 
over the weapon. In the absence 
of powder burps around the bullet 
wound in Yenny’s temple, Coroner 
Bauer refused to accept it asa 
case.of suicide and ordered a thor- 
ough investigation. Bauer said he 
had learned that Yenny had fought 
with another‘man Friday night. 

The body was found at 3 o'clock 
by a youth named Taylor who was 
driving into Woodriver. Yenny ap- 
peared to have been dead at least 
eight hours. 

No Powder Burns. 

“I'm not sure whether it’s a 
suicide or a murder,” said ‘Coroner 
Bauer last night. after his pre- 
liminary investigation. “Although 


that must have been close to his 
head had he fired himself, I found 
né powder burns. Besides, there 
was a deep cut under the right 
eye. One bullet had been fired 
from the pistol.” 

A box of cartridges for the pis- 
tol also was found in the car. In 
his pockets, Yenny had $44 cash 
and checks. 

Reported to Have Had Ficht. 

Woodriver police set out to in- 
vestigate the quarrel Yenny was 
reported to have had with an- 
other man and the source of the 
cartridges. None of the dealers in 
Alton or Woodriver remembered 
selling him the cartridges. The 
pistol, apparently. was his own. No

NEW YORK, Aug. 13. 

HIS is the time of the year 
T when the dramatic pages break 

out into a frenzy of long tabu- 
lated lists, indicating what the 
managers would like you to believe 
nay be expected to emerge from 
the various stages next season. The 
record fools nobody—not even the 
dramatic editors—for the most con- 
fiding amateur is now familiar with 
the gap between the best possible 
intentions and the actual*footlichts. 
Its best purpose is served by indi- 
cating what the producers would 
like to do if, by the grace of God, 
they got around to it. 

And this leads to the matter of 
“trends,” which is always a safe 
and productive topic for dramatic 
clubs .nd the more erudite theat- 
rical journals. It takes only a few 
examples to make a trend; we re- 
member loud outcries one August 
that the season was going violently 
Hungarian when all that happened 
Was a bright and fairly innocuous 
production of ‘ata Morgana.”

Movie Producers Must 
Get Away From Plan 


Of Statt Hack Writers 


Screen Stories, to Show Much Needed Improve- 
ment, Should Come From Play’ Writers 
Who Are Outside the Industry. 


ROM out Hollywood way comes the report, via the trade journals, 
F that original screen plays are in big demand by producers: 
“Writers who are capable of delivering original materia! 
based on an idea or title are commanding top prices at present 
at the studios,” reports this week's issue of “Variety.” : 

The screen needs original stories. The practice, now waning, 
of snapping up every novel or stage play, successful or otherwise, 
and adapting it to the screen, has not solved the problem of keeping 
fhe hungry cameras supplied with dramatic fodder upon which to 
feast their lenses. 

The screen story must be written for the screen. Here is one 
form of dramatic exposition which demands a treatment of its own. 
Occasionally, a novel has been adapted to the screen and has met 
with success there; the same holds true of an occasional stage play. 
But the great majority of hits—‘‘The Big Parade” among them— 
were written for the screen. 

The paragraph, wihbch we quote from “Variety” above, how- 
ever, reveals, indirectly, a fly in the ointment as far as the reported 
decision of producers to secure original material for the screen is 
concerned. 

“The writers who are capable,” to whom “Variety” refers, are 
undoubtedly the Hollywood writers—‘‘the staff men of the studios.” 
If the producer believes he can find original material among the 


ranks of the “grinders,” he is mistaken. 
F the screen wants originality, the doors must be opened and a 
| new school of writers must be admitted—the same writers, who are 
plugging along today in “the open market” producing material for 
the magazines; struggling novelists; tireless playwriters—the writers 
who haven't yet “arrived,” but whose brains are acquiver with the 
pink flush of youth; whose eyes look upon life only as the young may 
1ook. , | 
Literary hacks—‘‘idea men,” “gag men,” “pilot doctors,” and 
“revision specialists” constitute the drug which has doped the 
screen. As long as the producer continues to accept the most im- 
portant part of his production—the story—from a field long grown 
sterile, just so long will the screen remain lifeless. 
If the magazines could hire a staff of writers to produce, on a 
quantity basis, all the material needed for weekly or monthly pub.

WILL BE READY 


$439,000 Bow! to Accoma- 
date 15,000 Persons Will, 
Be Completed Sometime | 
During Month of October | 


The new Public High School 
stadium now in course of con- 
struction at Kingshighway boule- 
vard and Natural Bridge road, will 
be ready for use at the first foot-' 
ball game of the League schedule 
early in October, city officials have 
stated. He 

Work on the stadium began last 
spring. It is being built at an es- 
timated cost of $439,000, and will 
accommodate 15,000 persons. The 
stands are U-shaped and the en- 
closure will include a football 
field, baseball diamond and a 
quarter-mile running track. The 
structure is s0 designed as to peér- 
mit of future expansion of a per- 
mament character that will in- 
crease the seating capacity to 25,- 
000. Any enlargement will be in 
the form of added tiers to the 
stands. 

The stadium is the only similar 
public school project in the coun- 
try. It will dispose of a very 
awkward situation in connection 
with public high school - athletics 
locally since the lack of a gultahle 
field hag forced the use of small 
and entirely inadequate campuses 
at the several schools for outdoor 
all-league games. 

The Board of Education’s action 
last December whereby the ban 
on games beyond a 25-mile radius 
will permit the champjonship foot- 
ball team to seek an Inter-city en- 
gagement this fall and such a 
game will be especially degirable 
with the new stadium available.

Charley Root, who at one time 
drew salary from the Browns, is 
mentioned a great deal in the se- 
lections received to date by the 
Post-Dispatch. Root because of his 
great work is one of the main cogs 
in the success of the Cubs. He is 
well worth considering. 

What About Jess Haines? 

But so are others. How about 
Jess Haines of the Cardinals? Big 
Jess has had tough sledding. He 
has pitched for a club that has 
been crippled throughout the year. 
But ne leads the National League 
in egmplete games, with 20. He has 
an 18—17 record. What are you go’° 
ing to do with a man like that 
when All-America nines are being 
picked? 

Those are only two of the Na- 
tional Leaguers, who must come in 
for consideration. That 40-year- 
old youngster, Grover Alexander, of 
the Cardinals, has a 15-7 record. 
He'll get some votes. And then 
there are Carmen Hill and Lee 
Meadows, the bespectacled right 
handers with the Pirates. And how 
about Larry Benton of the Giants, 
the man, with 10 victories and only 
three defeats, 

Picking two men out of that lot 
for an All-America would be tough 
but to make it worse, there is the 
American League to consider. 
the junior circuit right now has its 
share of men te be. figured. 

Oh, What a Headachet 

For instance there is Waite: Hoyt. 
How does Hoyt figure? Well for 
one thing, he has won 16 and lost 
but four, a percentage of .800. And 
he’s been able to go the route, as 
16 complete battles attest. Then 
there is Ted Lyons of the White 
Sox. Ted is working for a second 
division club. a team under .500. 
But he has a record of 18-8 and 
he has pitched more complete 
games than any man in the big 
tent—-22, to be exact. How can he 
be overlooked? 

Bat the list does not end there 
For instance, the Senators have 
two young men—Irving Hadley and 
Horace Lisenbee, who bave taken 
the place of such former stars as 
Walter Johnson, Stantey Coveles- 
kie and others and put the Sena- 
tors second. And the Yankees have 
two southpaws, Dutch Ruether anc

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BUILDING PERMITS 
INDICATE STABILITY 


Records of 489 Cities of U. S. 
Show Only 14 Per Cent Less 
Than July, 1926. 


The general decline in the vol- 
ume of building permits throughout 
the United States since Jan. 1 is ac- 
cepted by construction experts as 
indicating that the building indus- 
try is again becoming stabilized, 
with no likelihood of an over-built 
condition in the near future. 

According to statistics for July 
compiled by S. W. Straus & Co., 
building permits in 489 cities in the 
United States fell off 20 per cent 
from July, 1926, and 14 per cent 
from June this year. The five lead- 
ing cities in volume of permits, 
New York, Chicago, Detroit, Phila- 
deiphia and Los Angeles, showed 
heavy losses, New York City alone 
having a loss of 32 per cent. 

Fourteen of the 25 cities in the 
leading group either equaled or 
exceeded the volume for last July. 
St. Louis, eighth in the leading 
group, showed an excess of approxi- 
mately $4,000,000 last month over 
permits issued during July last 
year. Permits issued here last 
month totaled $6,062,171. as com- 


pared with $2,491,461 in July, 1926. ; 
The higher showing is due in part | 


to the large a@mount of municipal 
construction begun during the 
month. 

Total $289,453,508. 

The total of July permits In the 
489 cities was $289,453,508, com- 
pared to $359,655,224 in a similar 
period last year. The downward 
trend is also serving to stabilize la- 
bor, an instance of which occurred 
at the recent convention of § the 
Sheet Metal Workers’ Union, dur- 
ing which workers were advised 
to be content with present wages 
and conditions for the next two or 
three years. 

With a surplus of construction 
labor in prospect, it is now believed 
that the efficiency of the remain- 
ing workers is bound to increase. 

Clay Products Cheaper. 

Building construction costs are 
now between 1 and 2 per cent be- 
low those effective at this time last 
year. Several groups of materials 
now-appear to be slowing up in 
their downward trend and ap- 
proaching stability. 

Clay products, such as tile and 
brick, continue their. downward 
trend, the rate of production and 
volume of reserve stocks being in 
excess of current demand. Heavy 
importations from Belgium, En- 


'-land and Norway have further de- 


pressed the price of cement. Steel 


is showing a firmer tendency.

Dining Room, Seating 300, and Terrace for 
Dancing, Linked With Inside Ball- 
room, Are Features. 


Echo Country Club building, exca- 
vating for which has been started, 
will begin about Sept. 1, it was 
announced yesterday.

Third Group of Offers to Build 
Proposed Structure Will 
Be Taken Tuesday. 


Bids on the new Coroner’s Court 


Building, to be erected at 1236- 
1304 Clark avenue, will be taken 
for the third time in two years at 
City Hall Tuesday. 

The first bids on the structure 
were received Sept. 15, 1925, and

eral municipal funds. 

The design of the building. two 
stories and a basement, will be 
simple. The 62-foot front facing 
Clark avenue will be of Bedford 
stone to harmonize with other 
buildings of the Mema@ial Plaza 
group. The remainder of the 
structure, having a depth of 113 
feet, will be of brick. 

On the first floor will be a gen- 
eral office for the Coroner and the 
mortuary. Adjoining this will be 
48 crypts, in which bodies will be 
kept in sliding tiers, and two glass 
viewing rooms, in each of which 
three bodies of persons whose 
identity is sought can be exhibited. 
In addition there will be an au- 
topsy room, equipment including 
X-ray for the location of bullets 
and fractures in bodies without the 
necessity of making an incision. 

On the second floor will be the 
Coroner’s court, smaller inquest 
rooms, witness rooms and private 
offices of the Coroner and Deputy 
Coroner.

LONDON. 
HE auctioneer 
holds up for view a 
delicate gold finger 
ring. The scene is 
the sale room at 
Christie's, perhaps 
the most noted 
room of its kind in 
the world. 
Every 
backed gilt chair is occupied. A halt 
dozen fashionably dressed women 
stand at the rear, against the deep 
crimson draperies. In the front rows 
are the dealers, impassive and imper- 
turbable. 

In the auctioneer’s fingers, beneath 
the flood light concealed’ above the 
draperies like a stage spotlight, the 
ring glistens and burns. The women 
in the rear rows strain forward curi- 
ously. 

“No. 2.384 in the catalogue,” the 
auctioneer says in his polite voice, “a 
ring of gold, the back engraved with 
arabesque foliage enamelled blue, the 
bezel set with a sardonyxr cameo of 
three strata carved with a portrait of 
Queen Elizabeth.” 

In his even, precise voice he con- 
tinues: 

“This cameo, is indubitably the work 
of the anonymous gem-cutter whose 
principal work is that famous portrait 
of Henry VIII. in the Royal Collection 
at Windsor Castle....” 

Tragedy is sealed in that ring. The 
tragedy of Elizabeth, the Virgin Queen, 
and the Earl of Essex, seaman, adven- 
turer, soldier of fortune, and for long 
Elizabeth's favorite courtier. 

Essex was 21, handsome, well setup. 
Proud and arrogant with the flushed 
pride of youth before whom the world 
was opening out to new and more dar- 
ing horizons. Elizabeth was 60, with- 
ered and waspish looking. But proud 
and arrogant, too, with the pride of 
a Queen who has never been crossed, 
the pride of a woman who still be- 
lieved herself beautiful since she had 
not looked in a mirror for more than 
30 years. And everyone told her she 
was the most beautiful person on 
earth. 

So did Essex. He was ambitious 
and if he did not love the woman who 
was 39 years his elder, then at least 
it was easy to imagine that he did. 

“Two hundred guineas (about $1000)" 
the auctioneer whispers hopefully.

Death of Celebrated St. Louis Financier Within a Few Months of 
Fits English Antagonist Writes an E pilogue to That Dramatic Struggle. 


The plan of opera- 
tion of the two com- 
panies was diametri- 
cally opposed. The 
Pierce company had 
always maintained an 
attitude of purchaser 
and distributor of 
Oils; it never went 
into the prospecting 
or drilling end It 
imported its crude 
oils from the United 
States and was con- 
tent to let others gam- 
ble upon the finding 
of wells. The Pearson 
group, on the other 
hand. undertook an 
exhaustive campaign 
of prospecting and 
well development. As 
a result of his politi- 
cal and commercial 
connections, Sir Weet- 
man obtained large 
concessions from the 
Diaz Government. 
confident that oil was 
to be found in Mexico 
The Englishman built 
a huge refinery at 
Tampico. He spent 
millions of dollars in 
drilling without find- 
ing oil. Without aban- 
doning his  driiling. 
he began to import oil 
for his -Tampico re- 
finery and  definite- 
ly set out to cut into 
the Pierce business. 

The trade mark of 
the Pierce company) 
in Mexico was a 
rooster. This Was 
chosen because of the 
Mexican’s pronounced 
leanine toward cock 
fights, but this sym- 
bol, which marked ail 
of the Pierce prod- 
ucts, served another 
purpose. The Mexican 
peon is usually an uniettered fel- 
low. often incapable of pronounc- 
ing a difficult or unfamiliar name. 
Variously colored roosters were 
used to identify the different 
products. Thus, the Mexican, when 
making a purchase, would not ask for 
kerosene or benzine or gasoline, but 
would demand a can of the “red 
rooster” or ‘‘blue rooster’ or “‘yeliow 
rooster. " 

This system was widespread through 
Mexico, and Sir Weetman realized that 
the first step towara cutting into the 
Pierce business would be to obtain a! 
appealing symbol], preferably one not 
too dissimilar to Pierce’s, for any con- 
fusion would be to the newcomers ad- 
vantage. Thus it was that Sir Weet- 
nan adopted the eagle (or the agulla 
as it is called in Spanish) and calied 
his company the Eagle Petroleum Com- 
pany of Mexico. Equipped with petro- 
leum products in containers similar to 
Pierce's and with a similar trade mark, 
Sir Weetman set out to take business 
away from Pierce

and about a week 
before the Prices 
disappeared, ‘‘Shady 
Rest’’ was dynamit- 
ed and burned. Four 
occupants were 
killed. These were 
Steve George, Elmo 
Thomasson and Bert 
Owens, a hanger-on 
of the gang, and the 
wife of George. 
Birger at once at- 
tributed this to the 
Sheltons, but it is 
known that he and 
his chief lieutenants 
removed their most 
valuable possessions 
from the cabin two 
days before it was 
burned. These pos- 
sessions included 30 
rifles and sawed-off 
eabotguns and 4a 
number of machine 
guns. It is also 
known that two of the victims, Elmo 
Thomasson and Steve George, were 
hired killers who might talk if closely 
pressed by the law. Besides, the dyna- 
miting of ‘Shady Rest"’ followed close- 
ly the announced determination of 
State’s Attorney Martin to bring Birger 
and his mob face to face with “that 
God damned Franklin County law,’ as 
Birger referred to the State's Attor- 
ney. It appears that Birger was 
burning his bridges behind him bry 
destroying all who might aid Martin 
in the prosecution 
Elmo Thomasson was out of the 
way. Steve George, who had once 
thrown a bomb at the Adams home 
was also out of the way. So were 
George's wife and Owens, who was 
not trusted. Birger was trying to 
get Harry Thomasson out of the 
Marion jail on bond, presumably to 
kill him and thus close his mouth, too. 
But he failed in this and Thomasson. 
shortly after being taken to Pontiac, 
confessed the Adams murder, implicat- 
ing Birger ae the director and chief 
conspirator. 


“BR IRGER,”’ Harry Thomasson 
told Rogers, ‘‘sent me and 
my brother, Elmo, to kill Joe 
Adams. He promised us $50 for ev- 
ery shot that hit him. Art Newman 
gave us several drinks of moonshine 
and Kay Hyland drove us to Mavor 
Adame home at West City Hyland 
waited tn the car while we went in 
Mrs. Adams came to the door and 
said, ‘We would like to speak to Jos 
if he is at home. Elmo then spoke 
up and said, ‘We have a letter fron 
Car! Shelton to Joe. Mrs Adains 
called him and presently Joe cams 
to the door looking sleepy He must 
have been taking a nap.

*rice’s body was not 
found until a week 
after the murder and Mrs. Price’s 
body not until five months later 
At the time of their disappear- 
ance and for many weeks  after- 
ward, {t was not known the Birger 
gang had a hand in the crime. On 
the contrary, it was believed the Shel- 
ton brothers had abducted and mur- 
dered the Prices. This was  bdased 
chiefly on statements made by Birger 
and his gangsters that he and Price 
had been friends and Price thereby 
had gained the enmity of the Shel- 
tons. The facts of the case, however, 
were related by Newman after the 
gang had been scattered by the Adams 
revelations. 

“Birger ordered the murder of Mrs. 
Price, and he himself killed Lory 
Price,’ Newman told John Rogers on 
the train bringing him back from Cali- 
fornia 

“One day in Harrisburg a man well 
cnown in Williamson County came to 
Birger’s home and in my presence told 
Birger State Highway Patrolman Price 
was working on Harry Thomasson in 
the Marion Jail to get informa- 
tion about the Adams killing. This 
man said ‘You have got to take 
Price out and give him a talking to 
and a damn good kicking.’ Birge 
promised to do so. Acting on the sug- 
gestion of this man, Birger on the aft- 
ernoon of January 17 called seven of 
us together at his home in Harrisbure 
The cabin had been destroyed on the 
night of January & and we had no 
other meeting place. In the party be- 
sides Birger and myself were Connie 
Ritter, Freddie Wooton, Ernest Blue 
Riley Simmons and Leslie Simpson. 
We went to Marion in two automobiles, 
but failed to find Price. We returned 
about 11 o'clock that night and he 
Was al home Birger asked him out- 
side for a conference He came out 
and sat in the back seat of the automo- 
bile with Birger.

‘We 
have filled up the mine shaft with 
sheet fron, tin and timber and there 
is nothing left to cover him up.

“BR IRGER said he knew a shaft 
near Duquoin that would 
do for PNce Price, who 
Was not dead and was groaning, 
Was wrapped in a piece of canvas 
and placed on the back seat of 
my car, lying down He was 80 tall 
his head hung over in the tonneau 
Birger got in with a machine gun and 
sat on Price. He ordered me to 
drive to Duquoin It was long after 
midnight and rain was still falli- 
ing hard. After I had driven about 10 
miles with Price groaning and struz- 
gliing to rise, Birger ordered me _ to 
stop. He was seized ‘ith violent 
nausea and got out ‘l don't know 
what in the hell is the matter with 
me, he said. ‘Every time I kill a man 
it makes me sick. It must be my stom- 
ach. He then called Ritter from the 
other car and told him to sit on Price. 
Near Carbondale, Price, who had been 
choking and spitting biood, eaid in 
a faint voice: ‘Oh, Connie, I am an 
innocent man. Ritter jammed him 
with the machine gun and toid him to 
keep still A little farther on. Price, 
his voice weakening. said. ‘Oh, Connie, 
you will live to regret this day. Rit- 
ter got sick, too He called to Bir- 
ger to send someone elise. Simmons 
came but he gave it up after a little 
while and told Birger he had done his 
bit in putting away the woman. 
Wooten then was sent 
“When we reached the mine shaft 
we found a watchman there and 
continued on. Birger then suggested 
burning Price's body in a little school- 
house, but gave that up because of 
the rain. Finally he had me drive to 
2 point near Dubois and stop As 
Price was hauled out of the car, 
moaning and begging for his life, he 
laid a bloody hand on my _ shoulder 
and said, ‘Oh, Art, I thought you were 
a friend of mine. i could fee! that 
hand for months Price was carried 
over in a field about 60 yards from 
the road. There they laid him down 
beside a bueh and mercifully put him 
to death with a volley of bullets 
hat rain that came down so hard 
nigh turned to enow at dawn 
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mee ae Mrs.

It continued snowing all day and 
covered up the body of Price so 
it was not found until a week later. 
Acting on the confession of Newman, 
Rogere and Sheriff Coleman of Wil- 
liamson County directed a search for 
the body of Mrs. Price. This was five 
months after the crime. After five 
days of digging, with 300 miners and 
a steam shovel, her body was found in 
a good state of preservation, 50 feet 
underground. It was immediately 
under sheet iron, tin and timbers, as 
described by Newman. On top of that 
was earth, the side of the shaft having 
been caved in by the spring rains. 

According to Newman, Ritter told 
how Mrs. Price had been murdered 

“Ritter told me,’ Newman said to 
Rogers, ‘‘that after we left with Price 
he called to Mrs. Price and asked her 
to come out She came and got in 
the car, asking no questions Rittes 
then drove to the mine shaft, which is 
only a few miles from the Price hom: 
and ordered everyone out of the car 
As Mrs. Price stepped on the running 
board to get out. Simpson shot her 
twice in the back. She screamed and 
fellon her face. Blue then sprang out 
and fired three more shots in her bac« 
as she lay on the ground. Then ea: 
tcok hold of a hand or a foot and car- 
ried her to the shaft and threw ‘er 
in, piling the debris in upon he 

Ritter, Simpson and Blue fled from 
Illinois after the dis¢losures and have 
not been apprehended at this writing 
Large rewards have been offered for 
their capture. Simmons is in: Leaven 
worth serving a term for counterfeit 
ing. Wooten is in the Atlanta Pen 
itentiary serving a sentence under t! 
Dyer act. Birger, already condemned 
to death for the Adams murder, wil! 
be brought to trial with Simmons and 
Wooten in Washington County, Dubols 
being in that county Newman, sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment in the Ad. 
ams case, will be principal witnésas for 
the State, he having been granted im 
munity to the Price case for having ap 
peared before the grand jury. All, in 
cluding Newman, have been indicted 
for the murder of Mrs. Price
